Bill  Metz  Indicates 
Purpose  Is  to  Test 
SGA  Recommendations 

A  survey  to  determine  the  degree 
of  participation  of  students  In  extra¬ 
curricular  activities  will  begin  the 
first  week  of  the  new  year,  it  was 
announced  this  week  by  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Senate  through  Bill  Metz,  E. 
C.  A.  Recorder. 

The  purpose  of  the  survey  will  be 
to  determine  how  many  students 
have  followed  the  recommendation 
of  the  Senate  made  during  the  fall 
quarter.  That  recommendation  was 
that  some  students  should  take  more 
Interest  in  extra-curricular  activi¬ 
ties  and  others  should  limit  their 
participation. 

The  reason  given  by  the  Senate 
for  the  participation  in  extra-curric¬ 
ular  activities,  is  that  it  helps  the 
student  to  broaden  his  interests  and 
provides  for  him  a  well-rounded  col¬ 
lege  program. 

Should  Belong  to  Three 

According  to  Metz,  the  Senate 
suggests  that  each  student  on  the 
campus  belong  to  three  extra-curric- 
lar  organizations — one  in  his  major 
or  minor  field;  one  social  organiza¬ 
tion;  and  one  of  religious  nature. 

The  Student  Senate,  however,  re¬ 
quires  that  no  student  shall  be  a 
member  of  more  than  five  campus 
organizations,  believing  that  parti¬ 
cipation  in  excess  of  that  amount 
would  be  harmful  both  to  the  stu¬ 
dent  and  to  the  organization  to 
which  he  belongs. 

A  similar  survey  to  that  which 
will  be  conducted  soon,  was  conduct¬ 
ed  by  the  Senate  last  spring.  This 
survey  showed  that  approximately 
forty  per  cent  of  the  students  did 
hot  belong  to  even  one  extra-curric¬ 
ular  organization.  These  figures  In¬ 
dicate  the  need  for  stimulation 
among  students;  showing  them  the 
values  of  extra-curricular  work. 

A  Surv  y  Gives  Reasons 

The  values  of  such  participation 
can  not  easily,  be  over  looked.  Char¬ 
acter,  scholarship,  and  adaptability, 
are-  listed  ln>  that  order  in  a  survey 
made  in  186  American  colleges  and 
universities  of  the  Investor's  Syndi¬ 
cate  of  Minneapolis.  Here  is  their 
conclusion: 

.  "All-round  young  people,  rather 
than  campus  'heroes’  and  ‘grinds'  aru 
increasingly  preferred  by  employers 
The  study  found  the  present  outlook 
for  College  graduates  brighter  than 
in  the  past  few  years,  but  it  also 
'found  American  employers  capable 
of  great  advancement  over  those 
who  seem  to  have  decided  limita¬ 
tions. 

Not  Mere  Beolc  Learning 

“Mere  book  ability,  factual  knowl¬ 
edge,  high  grades,  numerous  de¬ 
grees,  and  studiousness  are  relatively 
unimportant  unless  accompanied  by 
other  desirable  qualities,  and  mere 
success  In  athletics  without  genuine 
ability  is  no  longer  valued.  | 

"Schools  are  insisting  today  upon 
teachers  who  can  supervise  some 
extra-curricular  activity  In  addition 
to  teaching  in  their  subject  field. 
Being  able  to  coach  dramatics  and 
class  plays,  direct  recreational  ac¬ 
tivities,  lead  boys’  and  girls’  scout¬ 
ing,  camera  clubs,  book  lovers'  clubs, 
science  clubs,  is  fast  becoming  an 
Important  requirement  of  all  teach¬ 
ers,  and  often  it  is  the  determining 
factor  in  teacher  employment.” 

According  to  Metz,  the  Student 
Sehate  will  continue  its  policy  of 
urging  all  students,  especially  the 
freshmen,  to  join  those  organizations 
they  have  In  mind,  before  the  survey 
Is  conducted  the  first  week  of  the 
new  year.

KTEF  Offers 
Aid  in  Student 
Loan  Program 

The  Knights  Templar  Educational 
Foundation  announces  that  it  is 
prepared  to  assist  Junior  and  senior 
students  in  accredited  colleges  and, 
universities  with  reasonable  loans  to 
continue  their  education.  This.  Coir, 
lege  is  among  the  list  of  accredited 
colleges,  and  students  who  can  meet 
o tlier  requirements  of  the  Founda-. 
lion  are  eligible  to  become  candidates 
for  the  loans. 

The  plan  for  administration  of  the 
loans  to  college  students  of  junior 
rank  or  above  was  adopted  by  the 
Grand  Commandery  in  1924  by  tire 
Knights  Templar  Education  Foun¬ 
dation.  The  Foundation  believes  in 
the  loans  to  the  college  youth  of 
today  as  a  safe  investment.  This 
belief  lias  not  proven  wrong  over  a 
period  of  fifteen  years  according  to 
reports  received  from  the  Founda¬ 
tion. 

Students  of  this  College  who  are 
interested  in  obtaining  a  loan  from 
the  Knights  Templar  Educational 
Foundation  should  see  Mr.  Homer  T. 
Phillips,  head  of  the  department  of 
education. 

Some  of  the  requirements  laid 
down  by  the  Educational  Foundation 
are  that  a  student  must  be  of  junior 
or  senior  rank  and  must  furnish 
sufficient  security  for  the  loan.  The 
loan  will  be  repaid,  by  the  student  in 
installments  In  much  ,  the  same  way 
that  he.  has  received  it.  , 

Tlie  student’s .  previous  school 
record  will  be.  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation  before  the  loan  is  made.  It  is 
tire  policy  •  of  tho  Foundation  to 
make  loans  to  the  students  ■  who 
they  believe  are  the  most  worthy. 

'  The  aim  of  the  Foundation  is '  to 
train  college  students  in  citizenship 
and  integrity  as  well  as  to  help 
them  obtain  an  education.

Lightening  the  Load 

Now  that  (lie  fall  quarter' MS-  cbYrift 
to  a- closo,  and  while  the  new  qiVftrtei’-'hftR 
only  begun  and  students  are  still  exam¬ 
ination  conscious,  the  time  seterilft  right 
for  a  l’ranlt  heart  to  heart  disbiiB'srori) 
about  this  exam  situation.  Tile"  ti-btifilo' 
with-  final  examinations  seems  to'  lift  that 
student's  do  not  have'  time  to  study 
enough  before  they  have  to  sit  down  and 
white'  them  out. 

Now  there  may  ho  a  number  of  rea¬ 
sons  why  students  apparently  do*  not 
Have  time  for  stu’dying  for' finals;  Tlioro' 
is  always  tile  suggestion  made  by  soiil'e  . 
tliat  if  students  would  study  during  the 
twelve  weeks  of  the  college  term,  there 
would  be  no  need  for  “cramming”'  the- 
night  before  examination. 

“  Cramming,  ”  however,  seems  to  be' 
a  common  thing  on  this  campus,  and  no 
doubt-  is  not  common  to  this  campus 
alone.  There  seems  to  come  a  time  juftt 
before  final  examination  when  eVefy 
studeiif  might  think  he  decs  not  know 
as  much  about  the  subject;  he  is  study¬ 
ing-  as  he  might. 

Strangely  enough,  studying  before 
examination  has  been- known  to  produce 
result's.  No  student  will  deny  this  state¬ 
ment.  But  whether  sitting  up  till  tli'roe 
and  foiir  o’clock  drinking  black  coffee;  , 
and'  poring  over  volumes  of  notes  will' 
help:  matters  much,  is  not  so  certain, 

The  problem  on-  this  campus  seems' 
to  be  a- peculiar  one.  Perhaps  if  is  not  so 
much  that  students  have  too  many  extra¬ 
curricular  organizations,  althought  this 
riiay  lie  true,  as  it  is  that  at  the  time  wli'eli 
finals  draw  nigh,  there  seems  to  be  little 
let-up  in  the  oxtra-currioular  burderi; 

How  many  students  aaif  remember 
attending'  meetings  and-  parties  during 
tlie  week  of  examinations  and'  then-, sit¬ 
ting  up' until  the  Hour  is  late'  that  night 
to  review  for  an  exam  ?  No  doubt  tiiei'e' 
are  few  who  hn\*i  not. 

Might- it  be  plausible  to  suggest  tliat 
for  several  days  before  exams,  perhaps 
a;  week,  tliat  all  extra-curricular  activ¬ 
ities  be  called  off,  and  tlio  student's  lift Al¬ 
lowed-  to  spend-  this  time  for  purpose  of- 
review,  providing  tho  student  is- wishing 
to  spend  time  in  review. 

Tlie  situation  is- not  a-  serious-'  orift, 
but  it  is  import  ant  enough  to  coinmaYid' 
attention.  It  is  suggested  to  the  students 
and  faculty  (hal  tlioy  think  ilvis  situation 
over.

“  ‘Why,  this  whole  NYA  building  won’t  cost  what  the 
State’s  going  to  spend  on  those  three  boys.  I  tell  you  it  used 
to  be  so  around  here  that  you  couldn’t  loaVc  your  car  for' a 
second  without  having  the'  gas  and  tires  stolen.  Petty 
thieving-  was  everywhere. 

“  ‘We  just  haven’t  had  any  of  it  since  we  started  tliis 
NYA  building.  Boys  need  to  be  busy.”

About  100  different  young  men  have  worked  part  time 
oil  buildings  on  (his  eaiypus.  Some  were  iitexperienced;  but 
they  were  asked  what  they  would1  like  to  lbarn.  Some  knew 
and  others  did  not. 

They  were  given  a  chance  to  do  a  variety  oi  work  and, 
when  they  discovered  their  aptitudes,  they  were  encouraged 
t.o  develop  them.  Wc  have  heard  of  several  who  left  this  pro- 
jectjfor  private  employment. 

But  it.  isn’t,  all  feathers  and  roses  living  in  the  Resi¬ 
dence  Training  Center  at  this  College.  A  large  group  of 
young  men  who  slay  there  will  verily  this  statement. 

These  young  men  have  to  work  and-  work  hard;  hut 
they  like  it  They  consider  themselves  fortunate  to  have  a 
chance  to  further  their  education. 

Here  is  what  one  said:  “If  it  wasn’t  for  this  cluirice  I 
lmd  to  come  to  Maryville,  I.  would  probably  be  back  homo 
working  by  the  day,  or  perhaps- not  working  at  all.  And  I 
wouldn’t  be  any  closer  to  having  an  education  oitlici.

Student  Opinion  Survey 

Collegians  Favor

AuMiii,'  Texas',  December  IT— With 
Europe’s  war  now  entering  its  fourth 
month  of  existence,  American  College 
studentk,  in  a  national  poll  conducted  by 
the  St  udent  Opinion  Surveys  of  America;- 
have  registered  a  highly  optimistic  view 
thht  the  United  States  can  stay  out.  of  tlib ' 
conflict:. 

AlsOj  hand-in-hand  with  the  nation’s 
apparent  deterininalion  not  lo  bo  invol¬ 
ved,  a  slight  majority  of  the  coliegiailS 
have  voted  in  .favbr  of  requiring  a  rc- 
fei’enduin  of-  the'  people  before  Congress 
could  draft,  men  to  fight  abroad. 

These  al'e  the  latest’  findings  of  tlio 
Student  Opinion  Surveys,  which  weekly 
report,'  dampus  sentiirient  for  the  North¬ 
west  Missourian  and  the  other  leading 
college  newspapers  of  the  nation.  These 
polls  are  all  taken  by  means  of  a  care¬ 
fully-selected  cross  section  that  extends 
from  Maine  to  California,  Washington 
tb  Florida. 

To  the  question,  “Do  your  believe 
the  United  States  call  stay  out  of  the 
present  European  war?”  students  an¬ 


swered  : 

YES  .  C8  per  cent 

NO . 32  per  cent 


Although  this  issue  is  pure  specul¬ 
ation,  it  is  important  to  know  this  opin¬ 
ion  in  order  to  get  an  insight  into  the 
war  patterns  of  the  average  college 
youth’s  mind.  The  rank  and  file  of  voters 
is  nbt  so  sure  that,  the  U.  SY  can  steer 
Clear,  for  in  other  polls'  oiily  54  per  cent 
have  held  this  view.  It  will  be  of  interest 
to  note  in  subsequent  surveys  the.  effect 
hero  of  the  Russian  attack  on  Finland, 
since  these  polls  were  made  before  the 
Red  army  began  its  activities. 

Sect ion-by-seCtibri  votes  in  the.  stu¬ 
dent  poll  were:  Believing- the  U.  S.  caii
